th., sales commencing promptly at 
10:00 A. M. 
For the past twenty odd years 


the Meadowview Farm has_ been 
breeding high class race-horses, the 
stud is located at Moorestown, N. J., 
and comprises nearly four hundred 
acres of exceptionally good pasture, 
abundantly watered by running stre- 
ams in all of the paddocks. 

Among the stake winners bred at 
Meadowview Farm were Cavalcade 
Case Ace, Stand Pat, Knickerbocker, 
Spy Hill, Pastry, Golden Way, Blue 


for Boys, White Lies, The Spare, 
Plea and Invoke. 
John P. Grier is the premier sire 


at Meadowview, he has been a notable 
success, and to the end of 1938 his 
issue have won 1,149 races and ear- 
ned $1,422,436. The best of his sons 
and daughters have been Jack High, 
Boojum, Nassak, El Chico, Hi-Jack, 
Atlantis and Straightlace. 

In the Meadowview consignment 
to be sold this year John P. Grier 
will be represented by two except- 
ionally attactive colts. The first of 
the John P. Griers to enter the ring 
will be a brown colt out of *Adine, a 
daughter of Dark Legend—Sweet 
Caporal by Sunstar. Dark Legend, 
sire of this year’s One Thousand 
Guineas and Oaks winner Galatea IL., 
was one of Dark Ronald’s best sons.

He comes of an 
exceptionally good racing and pro- 
ducing family, and he himself is a 
Strong substantial colt. Possibly his 
*Wrack dam contributed some of the 
sturdiness we have become accustom- 
ed to seeing in stock of *Wrack 
mares as is exemplified in the cases 
of Omaha, Flares, and Spanish Play.

The colt by Granville is a bay in 
color out of the John P. Grier mare 
Mistress Grier, she is out of Warrior 
Lass, a daughter of Man O’War out 
of Sweetheart by Ultimus. This coli, 
a half-brother to the winner Carla, 
gives every indication of developing 
into a first class racehorse, as there 
is much to like about him and noth- 
ing to condemn. John P. Grier mares 
have produced Good Harvest, Speed 
to Spare, Almac, Plea, Fencing, and 
Invoke. I venture to predict the 
time will not be long in coming be- 
fore John P. Grier mares will be as 
eagerly sought after as daughters of 


Sweep are now—which is as _ it 
should be as John P. Grier is 
bred along lines very similar to

racehorse. 

If I were to express a preference 
for any single yearling in the Mead- 
owview consignment, [ think I 
should award the palm to the bay 
colt by High Quest—Warrior Lass, 
by Man O’War, therefore a_ three 
parts brother to the stake winner 
Knickerbocker and half-brother to 
the winners John P. War, Marching 
Home, Mistress Grier and Frank 
Brooke. It is pretty widely held that 
High Quest was one of the very best 
sons of *Sir Gallahad III. With only 
two and three-year olds to repre- 
sent him High Quest has made an 
excellent start, the stake winner 
Search was in his first crop last 
year. The Warrior Lass colt is a big 
powerful colt, full of life, with 
plenty of bone and the best of gas- 
kins and forearms. 

High Quest’s life-time associate, 
that high class stake winner Caval- 
cade, who went from Meadowview 
to win eight races and $127,165, 
sends a hostage to fortune a_ bay 
filly out of *Sweet Nothings by 
Gainsborough. The dam of this filly 
is a young mare, foaled in 1933. 

Her sire Gainsborough won _ the 
Triple Crown, and has been a pre- 
mier sire and a premier broodmare 
sire in England. 

The chestnut colt by Our General 
out of *Fairy Moon by Grand Par- 


ade is a good looking colt and al- 
most certain to train into a _ good 


race horse. He is well made and ap- 
pears to have a very good constitu- 
tion. His sire, a stake winning son of 
Sir Martin with the most meagre 
opportunities has been responsible 
for the good winners General Court, 
Phantom Legion and Our Mat. His 
dam has produced the winners Gold- 
en Dream, Let’s Pretend and Who 
Knows. 

The last of the Meadowview con- 
signment is a bay colt by Espino— 
Evanescent, by Bubbling Over. 
Espino, a son of *Negofol,—Rose 
Leaves, therefore a half-brother to 
Bull Lea and Bois de Rose was a 
high class stake winner. He too has 
had but limited opportunities, but 
from them came that hardy mare 
Esposa, White Thorn, Esperanto 
and others. 

The entire Meadowview consign- 
ment posseses clean, sound legs and 
feet, they are in appearance a credit 
to the stud where they were raised 
and should add to its renown in the 
years to come.

IV’s best son; and a three year old 
by Gold Stick who has won consis- 
tently the Remount Shows since he 
was foaled,

In The Two Year-oias sired by 
Remount Stallions, the first was a 
real type by *Chilhowee, not big but 
well coupled and with rare bone and 
type.

LARGEST SHOW ON RECORD 
EXPECTED AT BERRYVILLE 


A. B. Hummer, secretary of the 
Berryville Horse Show, said yester- 
day that prospects are for one of 
the largest horse shows in the his- 
tory of the association. ‘We have 
more entries now than we usually 
have at this time of the year, and 
they are still pouring in,” he said. 
He also stated that a number of new 
exhibitors are entering for the show. 
The 43 classes this year surpass 
in number the 33 held heretofore. 
Special emphasis has been placed on 
breeding, both thoroughbred and 
halfbred; on working hunters; on 
conformation hunters, jumpers, 
heavydrafts and pony. 

Another addition this year is that 
all events carry fourth prize money, 
amounting to $5 in most all classes 
with a few exceptions in the breed- 
ing and pony divisions. 

Some of the stables expected to 
exhibit are Mrs. John Hay Whitney, 
Springsbury, Mrs, D. N. Lee, M. S.

Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt, presi- 
dent of the Maryland Jockey Club, 
was pleased with the news from Mr. 
Howard but stated that nothing defi- 
nite would be done about the Pimli- 
co Special until sometime in Septem- 
ber. Mr. Vanderbilt is wary of 
scheduling a special race too early in 
the season in the belief that the un- 
certainties of training, the appear- 
ance of new contenders and the pro- 
longed lapse of time are all factors 
which might burst the bubble of ex- 
citement and interest that would fol- 
low the announcement of a Pimlico 
Special at this time. 


Interested observers are of the 
opinion that if the Pimlico Special 
should see Kayak II, Challedon, 
Johnstown, Cravat, and Sun Lover in 
action the logical distance for the 
would be at one and a half 
miles. The Howard South American 
importation has achieved his most 
notable successes at a mile and a 
quarter and has never raced at the 
extended distance. Challedon’s back- 
ers believe the Preakness-Classic 
winner improves as the distance is 
made greater and that Johnstown’s 
Belmont victory at a mile and a half 
should be repeated in top company 
to prove his claim for top-raking. 

Cravat has proven his partiality 
for the twelve furlong route and 
owner Martin would like the’ oppor- 
tunity to meet Kayak II at that dis- 
tance to avenge the Hollywood Gold 
Cup in which Cravat ran second to 
Kayak II at a mile and a quarter. 
Millsdale Stable’s Sun Lover has dis- 
played a preference for route events 
and his effort in the Classic where 
he was only a half length off Challe- 
don suggests he would not be entire- 
ly outclassed in the company of the 
others at a mile and a half.
